Chapter I. 

Hie earliest mention of Friends in this County 
is probably that of the year 1661, wheal we are 
told that— 

" Besides the grievous persecution inflicted 
on this People in Wales, under Colour of Law, 
many of them were grievouslv beaten and 
abused, to the Hazard of their Lives by wichod 
Persons on the ltond, who on Presumption of 
Impunity, rondo it their sport to insult and 
abuso their peaceable Neighbours. Of those 
who suffered much by this Moans were John 
Humphreys, and Humphry William at Oarmar- 
tlion, . . . and oven some of tho Priests 

struck several of thorn with their own Bands.” 
(Cf. " Sufferings," Jontdh Beise. 1753, i.-, 735- 
702). 

This was doyen years after the time of thpir 
being flint distinguished by the name of Quak- 
oiw in tile year 1050. John ap John, of Trevor, 
in the parish of Llangollen (one of the many per¬ 
sons influenced by tile preaching of th© eariiest 
associates of George Fox, and who at once en- 

B ged actively as Ministers in tho “service of 
nth,”) had, in. 1655, suffered imprisonment. 
"Boing in the Steeple-house there, after the 
Preacher had enlded his sermon, John ap John 
askod him whether he was a Minister of Christ? 
This question gave great offence, not only to th© 
Priest of whom it was ashed but also to another 
at the snme Function then present; who dis¬ 
covered his wrath by instantly seizing John by 
the collar, and without suffering him to speak 
another word dragging him out and delivering 
him to a constable who confined him that night 
in a oloso dark prison. Next day he was brought 
boforo the Magistrates, whom the priests laic 
oured to incense against him. requiring in their 
fierce zeal ’to have him whipt. that the Devil 
might como out of him, and ns often as he at- 
toni.Tited to speak, one or other of the priests 
would strike him, nn'd stop his mouth with' their 
hands.” At length he was sent to prison at 
Cardiff. 

Tiie prnotioe of speaking in churches and in 
pmblio places after the authorised preacher had 
concluded was an admitted! custom, if not al¬ 
lowed by the law. during the period from 1648 to 
1660. 

On the 8th September, 1662, one James Pio- 
ton was committed to Cnermarfhcn Castle, under 
sontoneo of premunire, for refusing to swear, and 
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was. from thence, after four months, removed to 
tJio gaol ait Haverfordwest. He must have been, 
.at eome date during that period. 6 orat back to 
Ovormnrthen, for in 1672, amongst the prisoners 
discharged by Charles II., his Letters Patent, we 
road:" Out of Oaermarthen Castle, James Pioton 
who had lain in close confinement there ten years 
under eeiltenoe of proimmire.” James Owen 
1654-1700) the well known Presbyterian minis¬ 
ter, who was born in the .parish of Abemant, was 
one of his pupils " in Oaermarthen Castle, from 
whence he was sent to the Free-school of til-at 
town—a seminary of considerable note—then 
under the oaro of Mr. David Phillips.” (Cf. 
Oambro-IJritish Biography ; At m. Richards, 
LL.D., 1820, p. 316.) 

Humphry William, already mentioned, was a 
.sturdy Quaker of Oaermarthen; he and his wife 
Roliecoa as t.hev were going to a meeting at 
Haverfordwest in September, 1G62, were taken 
in the streets, and imprisoned some days. In 
1084 he was a prisoner in Caermarthen viaol 
about a year, “ for absence from the National 
WoreliiD,” and one Thomas Griffiths was hie fel¬ 
low prisoner, for about three months, for the 
same cause. 

At this timo wo get (mattered references to 
Quakers in tho county and closely adjacent to it. 
There is. for example, the curious acoount. given 
on the 23th March, 1667, by John Man. collector 
of tlie port of Swansea, to Joseph Williamson, 
aeoretai-v to Lord Arlington. “ A Tenby vessel 
from Bristol was bulged within the bar, and in 
greafe danger. The owptain undo a Quaker 
woman in tho cabin, who was afraid, lay her 
head on two groat boles. She asked what they 
were and being told they were Cliuroh Bibles, 
said it was no wonder such a violent storm fell 
upon them, and it would not cease till those 
Jonahs were east orerl’O.ard ; hut coming on shore 
in n. boat with others, she alone was drowned, 
and proved the .Tonclli.” (Cf. S.P.D.. 1667). 

An early Friends' Register preserved in Somer¬ 
set House, contains this entry : " Rachel Bowen, 
departed this life the 11th Day of the 7th mo. in 
the year of our blesied Saviour, 10S14. And was 
stolon from Friends, And lies inter'd in Liandiio 
Steeple-House.” 

Archdeacon Tenifon, in tho valuable MS. ac¬ 
count of (uis Visitation, in Cacwmmrthenelii.ro, 
1710, which is amongst the archives in the Dio- 
nnnn Registry, makes occasional references to 
the Quakers, e.g.. 

“ LJaeiiarn [Laugharne], In this parish are 
two meetings, one of Quakers, and another of 
Presbyterians. They aco both of long stand¬ 
ing. The Quakers have oentinued ever since 
the reign, of King Charles II.; and the Pres¬ 
byterians were here in King James’s reign. . 
The Quakers are taro families.” 

“ LI an Deilo Fawr. There is a meeting of 
Quakers, consisting of about 6 families of this 
pflriS'h. # e 

" Linrallwoh. Qhieryl if there is not a Quak¬ 
ers' Meeting at this piacef” 

From the end of the seventeenth century on¬ 
wards the proceedings of the Societv of Friends 
in South Wales have been recorded in a series of 
MS. Minute Books, which are fortunately well- 
nigh intact and available for historical purposes. 
They nre kept in the safe of the Neath Meeting¬ 
house. in tho custody of tile Clerk of the Monthly 
Meeting F. Will. Gibbins, the present High 
Sheriff of Glamorganshire. By the polite offices 
of our follow-member, amd with tho consent of 
the Monthly Mooting, I dm to had access to this 
nniniie mine of original information., and have 
made a fairly complete examination of the twenty 
one volumes smilrmitlcd to me. From their pages 
I have extracted much oort.lining to Friends in 
the County of Caern’srtlien, which win be incor¬ 
porated in these chapters, and appear in print 


for the first time. F, \v m. Gibbins (eon of Fred¬ 
erick J. Gibbins, and grandson of uevington 
Gibbins, both of the Society of Friends) gave 

J oreonal attention to tho matter, was present 
uring the whole of the inspection, and has re¬ 
vised and had typo written every extract made, 
wthioh as read out was token down by his short¬ 
hand clerk, -Mr. Davies, and afterwards carefully 
oompared with, tho original entry. A list of the 
MSS. and their dates will be given at the and of 
these chapters.

C A BK.M A RTHEN. 

Tho earliest reference to Friends in this town 
would appear to bo that at a M.M. held at Red¬ 
stone, the 19th. of 2nd mo.. 1706, when wo read of 
•' This Meeting receiving a note from Friends of 
Caermurthon desiring us to assist them, as they 
are in arrears of rant for their Meeting House at 
Lllfunllvch. It is ordered! that P. Musgravo pay 
Richard Stafford ICte., and let him know that it 
is desired of this Meeting ho should 6 oo the 7s. 
rent be paid.” Redstone is in Pembrokeshire. 
A Friends’ Meeting House was there, the late 
Frederick J. Gibbins. writing in 1905 ,says: “This 
place is a few miles from Naiiberth. Probably 
tiiic -lust meeting held there was in 1816, when 
Henry ICnight, a member of Ratcliff M.M., mar¬ 
ried Sarali Lewis. Henry Knight died at his 
residence, near Swansea, in 1863, and not long 
before his death ho told me that at tile time of 
his marriage, one half of tho roof of Redstone 
Meeting-house was remaining. In 1820 the whole 
place had fallen into ruins. I could see no trace 
of tho Meeting-house, but was shown some stones 
in a wall that had formed part of the building. 
Trowern is a small iliiria! Ground .near Red¬ 
stone. It was tho propent 3 * of John Lewis, a 
Friend, whose residence was Tkewcrn House. Tho 
last survivor of this family presented tho grave¬ 
yard, and an adjoining cottage, to tho Society 
of Friends in, 1876.” (Of. Journal of Friends’ 
Historical Society, 1005, ii., p. 45). 

Where tile Friends met for worahip at this per¬ 
iod has been until now a matter of conjecture; 
this entry, taken in conjunction with that by 
Aii’chdenoon Teniwon already quoted points to the 
sooluded suburb of Llanllwon, Caermarthen, as 
that affording tho needed quiet and unolworvant 
place for their worship. It was in atl likelihood 
a room or outbuilding rented from some sym¬ 
pathetic farmer. 

The first Meeting-house for Friends actually 
oreoted in the town of Caermarthen was that 
built in 1746-8 on a site "situate, lyeing and be¬ 
ing in Goil Street, otherwise Geer Street, other¬ 
wise Lamas Street.” On the 30(h nnd 31st of 
ttho I0t-h mo. 1746. ” a house and garden ” were 
bought by Thomas Morgan, maltster, one of the 
Friends, from David ihomas, glover, and on Gth 
day. 6 th mo., 10 * 8 . Thomas Morgan grunted to 
Poter Young and others, trustees a " lease for 
one year of the New Meeting House, lately 
erected and built by money arising out of a sub- 
soription among several of the people called 
Quakers.” 

The first recorded M.M. held in it was that on 
the 3rd of 6 th mo., 1756, the 11 Friends present be¬ 
ing John Allen. Lewis William, Jacob David, 
TlrnriiR Jri'iri. PWIin Bees. William Evan Wil¬ 
liam. and Thomas Price. No collection. Our 
nest M.M. is to beheld at the usual time.” 

This building of 1746-8, remained practically 
nR erected until sborf.lv after the Passing in it of 
Afawvn- C. Evans in March. 1902. who owned it, 
and lived in it. The walls -had been nierced to 
receive a few windows, nnd a tiled roof had taken 
the place of the original thatch.. 

On 2nd. lOfb mo.. 1807. Honrv Squire, of Swan, 
sea. .ship-builder, lining then the onlv surviving 
trustee of the Meeting-house, granted a lease of 


































it to seven members of the Society of Friends, to 
carrv on Divine worship in it ns ,n the past. It 
was at once put in order, the sum of » 
ing "paid for repairing Caenmnrthon 
House ” at M.M. held on the 18th of 4th mo..

highway : the rawer Tare 0:1 the east; and the 
lands of John Revan of Ln.tiglin.nno, on the 
south: together with all rights to hold ltichard 
Summers and John* Lewis for 1.000 years, from 
thence next ensuing, at the yearly rent pay¬ 
able at the time called Michaelmas, of one 
peper-conn, if demanded.” 

Richard Summers and John Evans covenant 
" to erect on said lands, a house for the people 
called Quakers to assemble and meet together 
for religious worship.” 

A draft Abstract of Title to these leasehold 
premises made in the year 1823 is extant. In it 
we read 

“ Tiie House so covenanted to be ereoted was 
accordingly built. Richard Summers.survived 
John I/cwis, haring appointed by his will. Jn-s. 
Harford Ms sole executor, who proved (27th 
day. 4th mo., 1790) the will in the Prerogative 
Court, of Cam,ton-limy, Doctors’ Commons. Jas. 
Harford by his will proved (2nd any, 6th mo., 
1818), also n.t Dm Commons, appointed h.is sons 
Samuel Harford of Bristol, and John Harford, 
of Golly Wasted, in parish of Matliern, 00 . 
Monmoilth, who are both living.” 

Chapter VIII. 

References to Ln. 11 gha.mc ooour so early ns the 
year 1700, in the Meantes of Pembrokeshire 
Monthly Meet in-' whom, «t Q.M. held at Red- 
stone on the 4ill of 0th mo. " irt was concluded 
that the next Q.M. he held at Lnngjharae the next 
fourth day after the General Meeting at Red¬ 
stone in the 12th of next month.” No recoixl 
of this proposed Q.M. at Loiiglwwne seems to 
have been made. It would not appear from the 
Minutes that the Laughamc mooting was nt any 
time a large one. 

Thomas Connock. and James and Miahnel Skim - 
kett are names of resident Friends in 1747. 

John. Player’s " Aocotrnt of a Journey tlirouighf 
Wales” m 1753. already quoted, eontains par¬ 
ticulars of lii.s and William Rrowu’s visit. “This 
day, 29th of lltth mo. we set forward for Laugh- 
iirit*' [front Jamestown] with our Harford hire¬ 
ling. "here we got about the 2nd hour afternoon, 
and was met there by John. Alien of Caermarthen. 
We got a meeting heie in the Meeting-house in 
the evening, hut it being very cold, there was but 
few people at it (there being but one in unity 
with Friends in' the town. who was HI); bower it 
plgnsod the great Ixird to Order something: for 
them by way of Invitation ; they behaved civil. 

MADAM BEVAN. 

The monrow being advised that there was a 
woman of some Quality in this town who was 
much cried up for her Piety and Charitable act 
to the poor, and for being a Zealous Christian, 
my companion, found freedom itn hlis mind to see 
her, and spend some time in. religious conversa¬ 
tion. Accordingly John Allen went to know if it 
might be agreeable to her, but she being in gaged 


pat some breakfast art. our inn, and saw the sick 
Friend, and went’and saw her., who received us 
with a great deal of fodbionnildo freedom. She 


was full of Brain knowledge, being too wise to 
Ioann of Christ, and a thorough Rigot to the 
priests; tho’ at our parting .die said die was much 
obliged for the visit and esteemed it a favour.” 

Meetings at Ixinghamo must have been sus¬ 
pended early >11 the roinetcoath oentury, for at 
M.M. held nt Neath cm the 14th of 7th mo.. 1803, 
William Weston Young of Swansea, who had 
“ been desired to call on Rowland Edwards re¬ 
specting the R 11 rial-ground at Luiigharne in,foams 
tiiat lie acknowledges Friends’ claims, and pro¬ 
mises the pnnient of rent as desired.” I 11 1812, 
Win. Jones being present nt M.M. held at Swan¬ 
sea. the 12th of 4th mo. “reports that- Tie has 
received of Jane Morgan Is. for two years’ rent 
for the house lately' used ns n Meeting House at 
Laughome. ami Is. for two years’ Tent of Row¬ 
land Edwards for the use of the ground formerly 
used as a Jfiwinl Ground near the Tucking Mill 
fields nt Langlinnie aforesaid, both due the 29th 
of 9th mo.. 1810.” In the following year at 
Neath, on the 21st of 1st mo., Wm. Jones again 
reports receipt of two similar accounts from the 
same tenants " whiidh is applied to the use of 
Caermarthen Meeting.”

CARMARTHENSHIRE PLACE-NAMES. 

Tile Congress of Archieolopical Societies, with 
which our County Antiquarian- Society is affi- - 
liiated. has piiblitdied notes op the systematic 
study of English Plnoe-mumes. Allowing the value 
of such words for tlairly history, and proving the 
practical impossibility of accomplish,-ng any 
scientific work in any dcqiartment of historical re¬ 
search until tlie place na mes of the country have 
beep classified and traced to their origin, Tho 
Guild of Graduates belonging to the I n.iveraiity 
of Wains lias also n.ppointed a Committee to or¬ 
ganise a similar study of Welsh Place-names, hut 
hitherto no principles and regulations have been 
published as convenient basis or guide in tire re¬ 
search work. 

Both the FJiipJliefh and the Welsh Committees, how. 
over, recommend the work to lie undertaken 
county by ooimt.v. nmd 1 that meanwhile, till the 
study is lietter orgamised. and the fundamental 
principles are applied locally, the students of 
Place-names shbuld avail themselves of whatever 
guidance they can get in the Reports of Place- 
name research carried on. by the Government in 
France, or im tho British Museum Index to Place- 
names contained in its rolls and charters, and 
any other literature on the subject. 

We propose, by the help of t-he members of our 
Antiquarian Society and the readers of the 
“ Welshman ” to outline some such study of the 
Plnoe-names of Carmarthenshire. We should 
like, by way of introduction and guidance, that 
those renders, nho will help in this interesting 
research work, would notice Carefully the follow¬ 
ing principles 

(1) ’Ihe Ohjects of this Systematic Study of 
Carmarthenshire Plnoe-names are: (a) to 'dis¬ 
courage the popular but generally worthless ' 
fanciful etymologies and substitute a more 
scientific protsss liy recording actual facts as to 
Names. As an instance of this home-spun ety. 
mology I may cite nin explanation which'an old 
inhabitant of Carmarthen gave me some time 
ago o,n W’ydigada, one of the most peculiar 
District names in the oonnty. “It roust be,” 
said he. 11 that a chieftain was in days of yore 
remanded for some prowess or other by his oom- 
patriots. and that the reward was a goose; 
hence ‘GwydH 1 i gadarn.* So simi'lor In sound, 
thought he. were the phrases that the one must 
be the explanation of the other.”

In 1811 Thomas Biggs reports to M.M. hold at 
Neath the 17th of 3rd mo., " That owing to too 
decease of Jams ...oi-gum, Friends’ Meeting-house 
and Burial-ground. at Latigbarme, has fallen unto 
tl«- part of this Meeting to re-let. Evan, Keee 
amd Robert Eaton are desired to take tfieneoes- 
sarv cure in this respect.” At the next M.M., 
hel'd at Swansea. " itouert Eaton reports that an 
offer has been made' by William Pan), of Castte 
Can-. Somersetshire, for the codings formerly a 
Meeting House at jjnmghwme for the term ot ( 
tears at a sum to leave the Society in receipt ot 
ill) per .milium clear of oil rates and taxes or 
repairs; and to leave lit in good reixur at the end 
of the said term. His letter oil the subject wan 
brought into this meeting/’ and Evan Rees, 
Robert Eaton and Jos. T. Price were desired to 
have “ a short agreement signed liy both parteeo. 
Eaton took the matter irnhand, wrote to \\ Ullioim 
Paul on the subject, and received a reply datctl 
at Castle Gary the ITtili of Nov., 1814. stating 
that he did not midi to incur me expense ot a 
stamp for an agreement.” The M.M. therefore 
•■conolnded to let it rest ns per former area liga¬ 
ment for 7 years from the decease of trio lotto 
Jane Morgan. Robert Eaton reported that ho 
applied for the rent due up to Ac tame of the 
kn, J-atne Morgans decease, 3d. At the M.M., 
held at Neath. 18bh of 1st mo 1815 "the oan> 
of receiving the little arrear of rent, 3d., duo on 
the Ganglia,me Meetinghouse op to the tome ot 
the late Jane Mcrgan’s deccnce, is refereed to 
Robert Eaton.” Wffliiwm Pan'll evidently w 
the consent of M.M., " re-let the house at Laugti. 
nine to John Vaughan. A copy of Ins agreemomt 
follows: “I, John. Vaughan,_agrees to take the 
House and gardeni with premises thereupon, ait a 
nett manual rent of £8, and to keep the same in 
repairs, the Society allowing two guineas to¬ 
wards repairs now thought necessary ; the rent 
to he paid half-yearfy, and to.commune;;at Olinst- 
mnu next, 'iotll December 181o. In 1816. aiRer 
paying ' £15 morales, winch is placed tothecredrt 
if this Meeting with, Gubins and Co.. Mm. 
Paul's tenancy ceased, and we bear no more ot 
hull or ofVanghan. At the M.M. held that year 
at Neath, on, the 21st of 11th mo.. M lUiiun Jones 
reports that nippiltontion has been, ma.lelm 
Lvighorne Meeting-house by George Mrlkins 
Who appears willing to tbks the sameto 
yearly rent of £5.

C merrty of too Friends, and the latter, m 1823, 
ing leasehold, mas owned by too executors of 
Janies Halford. 

On the9th of 6th mo., 1905, the writer (in com¬ 
pany wi,t,n too Rev. John Thomas, 51. A., Vicar of 
Inugharne) again visited “ Quakers' Taro, after 
a lapse of some fifteen vears from the tome when 
he first saw it. No remains whatever of too 
Mectiing-lionse were visible. The enclosure is yet 
approached from the high rood by the " footway 
oontoiniing four foot in hreaditlh. ’ No headstones 
nor footestones to any graves are to be seen. 

Main- Curtis, in her “ Antiquities of laugh- 
ame,” simply says (p. 102) There were Quakers 
formerly resoliing in» Laugbainne. IhMr burying 
pkuoo Was the p;>n-t stitt cadM “ The Quakers 
Ymrd,” a field nen.r Amt’s HiJl. a Oib t?he opposite 
aide of the ron<l to it ” ; and mm f" 100) Sev¬ 
eral familieA of the Quakers resided here formerfy 
In a held belonging to Horso P<*w Farm they had 
their buryific-ground; it is entered by a pate on 
tii.-is side of the upper gate of A*nit’s Hall House, 
and opposite to vt. From the gate you pass 
db«vn\ a narrow pnitih with trees on each side; at 
the end of it. and on. the right is aj. opeoiiing into 
a square plot of ground cltosed in on oil 59ida*. wrt 
one with a hedge and trees; it is the ‘ Quakers 
Yoix?.’ I.t 'kites from about 1G00. Some poplar 
trees then, stood here.” 

Tlie writer, who bnd personal knowledge of 
dear Mary Curtis—whose gossipy “ Antiquaries 
preserves so much of real value— feels j oectaa-n 
that here with hor dote ” from siboirt 1000, she 
is hut simply and in all good faith, recording 
w hat she had heard from some of " lier many land 
firiendb in these pants.” The Bunnl-ground was 
leased, in 1726. to " toe people called Quakers, 
too site on. which to erect a house “ for tihe people 
on,Med Quakers, to assemble and meet together 
for religious worship” was leased m \m. Hie 
earliest MS. reference yet forthcommg to Laujto- 
an-ne Friends is tlliat in the M.M. Minutes of toe 


year 1700.

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CHAPTER XI. 

LLANDILO-l'AWR.' 

The eartiest mention known to the writer of 
any Quaker in this parish is that by Bess© in the 
“ Sufferings,” where he writes (i., p. 742;— 

“ Anno 1660. John William* of LlandiHo. 
for a Demand far 14a. for Tithes, had an Horse 
taken from him worth £4.” 

That such treatment as this did: not ext ermine 
ate the Friends from, the partdh is evident from 
an< entry in the MS. Register of the M.M. of tho 
South Division of Wales, 1657-1765, in the cus¬ 
tody of the Registrar-General, and winch has 
■come under the writer’s examination.:— 

“ Rachel Bowen departed this life the 11th 
Dar of the 7th mo., in tlie yeare of our blessed 
Saviour, 1694, And 1 was stolen from Friends, 
And lies inter’d in Llandilo Steeple House. 

Tliis violent appropriation of n Friend’s corpse 
by relatives and oilhera who were not of the 
Society was not singular to Llandilo. At Alton, 
in Hampshire, a similar occurrence had tnkotn 
place some years previously. In the MS. Regis¬ 
ter of the Friends in that district we find this 
entry 

“ Sartih Butlask. dan. of Thtos. and Ann 
BuHask. having departed the bodv And being 
intended to bee bnryed in the burying pface 
at Alton: William Bullock, brother of Thos. 
Bullock, and John Silohester, brother of Arnn 
Bullock, did by violence take and carry the 
Corps, and bnryed it in the mass-house yard, to 
jo griofo of her parents.” 

In lita MS. 41 Visitatio Arahidiaoonatns Mari- 
d’unonsis. A.D., MDCCX.,” Archdeneon Tenjson 
records that in 

“ LI an Deilo fawr, There is a meeting of 
Quakers consisting of about 6 fame lies of this 
parish.” 

At this period Friends assembled for worship 
in a house known as Penplace, and here they were 
visited on Monday, 3rd day 12th. mo., 1<53, by 
John Player, who came to them from the “fet¬ 
ing at Caormarthen already referred to. and Who 
is careful to note in- his MS. that the distance 
from Caermamthcnr t<? Penplace is twelve miles. 
He says:— 

" Tlio imnw a meeting was appointed to 
lie at Pen-place at the wido. Bowens whither 
we went being acooonpany’d by orn- Landlord 
IVm. RpvnolAa as Guide. Haying sat under a 
pretty heavy Cloud for some time in the meet¬ 
ing it was made manifest. that a meeting by 
way of Conference was n4mt wou’d lie of most 
service here, nocarfdingly it was'proposed. and 
tho state of their meeting enquired into con¬ 
cerning thei*- holding a week day meeting, in 
which practice they had formerly been, but 
thro’ lukewadanaiees and an indifferent state 
hod let it drop, by wlhidba numbness was come 
upon them. After having blamed one and 
father for thou- non-attendance they agree’d 
-to renew tile former practice, and after a liittle 
silent, waiting the meeting ended with an ad¬ 
monition concerning the nature of true and 
occeptoMe praver. We lodg’d 1 here this night, 
Wm. Reynolds' returning home. 

Another meeting was likewise occasionally held 
at this time at Pen-T-bano. some seven miles from 
Penplace. and thither John Player ro<ie on the 
following day:— 

"The morrow set forward to Penbank to 
the house of Thomas Price (accompanied by 
David Bowen as guide), where we had a meet¬ 
ing in the evening. It wns a tolerable good 
meeting, tho’ some was not- so watchful ns con’d 
have been desired. They wer e advised to be 
more mindful of the duty they came about, and 
encouraged to revive their week-day meeting. 


CHAPTER XII. 

The invaluable Minute Books at Neath now 
help us to carry on our tale. The first reference 
is that of a M.M. held at Penybank, 5th of 2nd 
mo., 1757, the Friumls present being William 
Reynolds. Lewis William, Thomas John, Jacob 
David, Thomas rowell. Thomas John Phillip, 
William Griffith. Rees William. Evnn William, 
and Thomns Price, The number of Friends en¬ 
tered as being here—ten—is larger than usual at 
that period, and evidently some especial business 
had to be considered. Tin's was none other than 
to confer about a new place of meeting. We 
read that— 

“ As Friends are not satisfied to keep their 
Meeting at Penplace any further, this Meeting 
appoints Jacob David, Lewis William, to look 
for a convenient place for a Meeting-house and 
agree for the same.”

THE LIST MAN PUT IN THE PILLORY. 

" In a letter which) has appeared [1892] in the 
‘South Wales Star,’ we read:—‘The Unitarians 
were in a strange position) during the great 
French wara at the end of the last century. Th«v 
were detested by the Government on account of 
tlheir freedom of thought, and their avowed sym¬ 
pathy with the French Revoliution; while they 
were equallv abhorred' by the old Conservative 
Revivalists 'for their heterodoxy on such ques¬ 
tions as the inspiration of the Bible and the Trin. 
ity. Tho last man in Wales to be put in a pillory 
was a Unitarian preacher at Carmarthen, who 
was suspected of Jacobinism.' ” The following 

E articnlevs relating to title Unitarian preacher 
ere spoken of have been kindly supplied to us 
by Mr. Alcivym C. Evans, of Carmarthen, the 
w'ell-known antiquary“ Thomas Evans, or 
Thomas Glyn Coth.i was born in May, 1766. at a 
place called Capel St. Silin. near Breobfa, dose to 
the river Cothi. He manned when young, nnd 
when, he bad six children he went to Swansea 
Grammar School, at the expense of the Unitaria n 
body. Became a preacher in 1794. In. 1797, 
when the French Revolution disturbed all Europe 
Tom Evans turned into a kind of "Cwww bach” at 
Brechifa. where -nett ale but mead' was called -and 
paid for, to assist the household, as wns common 
in those days. Ascotet enemy induced him to 

sing the Mai-seillaise Hymn, as it was translated 
into Welsh by Iolo Morganwg. Ie commenced— 
" Chwi feibion rhydd-did.” 

I have tthe whole of the words. [Where are they 
now?—G.E.E.] For this he suffered two yeans' 
imprisonment in Caemniarbhen. Gaol, and was pil¬ 
loried. His daughter, who died in Priory Street 
not long ago, stood 1 by his side. Of all the crowd, 
a woman was the only one to throw a missile at 
the head of this defender of flee speech, linen 
in gaol lie wrote an Engiidh and Welsh dictionary, 
published in 1807. In Oaermarthenshire he lived 
at a place called Penpistyll, and was called 1 Twm 
Penpistyll,’ or ' Aoostol Penpistyll.’ He went to 
Abotxtare about tie year 1813, and died there ns 
minister of tie old winpe^ ,in« Mill Street. Olkl 
Iolo Morgnnwg lent Trrnv some MS. hymns, and 
when Twm publitted his own (which arc non- be¬ 
side me) consistijiig of 100 (a.d. 1811), two lines 
appeared as if borrowed from Iolo’s, and ft oool- 
nc*« lHhtween the two men esnsted ever after¬ 
ward**. Evans died 29bh January. 1833. aged 68. 
His "rand-diviighter died in Priory Street about 
eighteen years .ago. [Wo believe that Mr George 
Ba-gmt'U is one of the survivors who witnessed 
EVjins in the Pillory in front of Gnermairthen 
Gaol.— Ed.].— From the " Welshman.” 

Reprinted fi*om Tlie Cftornsirthendhire Mis¬ 
cellany,” 1S92, p. 56. Thomas Evans has since 
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fully sorted and endorsed by the late Fred. J. 
Gibbins, Amongst them is one written on the 
28th August. 1828, to J. T. Price, Neath Abbey, 
Glamorganshire, by “ M. W. Johns, glass and 
china warehouse. Cross, Caermnrthen:— 

“ I have at Inst succeeded in obtaining a re¬ 
sponsible tenant for your Chapel. Lammas 
Street, Caermarthen, on the same conditions, 
rent, etc., as I had it from you. He is per¬ 
fectly satisfied of its being in good tenant-re¬ 
pair botli in and outside and will engage to keep 
it so while in his possession. He only engages 
to take it from year to year, in case of his dis¬ 
solution. He is now a schoolmaster, having a 
large school and respectable. He will take 
ossession on Michaelmas next if you are satis- 
ed; he is well known and of very respectable 
connections. Both he. his wife, and family 
have taken a dwelling-house in the town al¬ 
ready. His name is John Griffiths, from Aber- 
gwilly in this county.” 

Jos. T. Price and Bevington Gibbins, to whose 
hands, ns we have seen, the matter of finding 
another tenant was referred by M.M.. at once 
agreed " to accept John Griffiths ns tenant of the 
house to be appropriated for a respectable school.” 
It was in this year. 1828. that J. P. Brodribb, of 
the " Golden Academy,” Pembroke, opened his 
Bchool, ns an advertisement shews, in Lammas 
Street, Caermnrthen. In 1830 he seems to have 
been in possession of the Meeting-house, and to 
have quarrelled with M. TV. Johns. A bill is in 
the bundle, shewing that Evan Evans, Attorney, 
•Caermnrthen. then lately deceased, had been em¬ 
ployed by Johns "in recovering debt from Mr. 
Brodribe. 18s.." said debt hv endorsement 
amounting to £5 12s. 6d. This bill being amongst 
the Neath papers, seems to noint to Brondribb 
having been a sub-tenant to Johns, the letting of 
the premises to John Griffiths having fallen 
through. 

LAUGHARNE. 

A letter written from Laugharne, on the 17th 
July, 1827, by Wm. Perrott. and addressed to 
” Mr. Starbuck. Milford, Pembrokeshire,” is 
amongst those at Neath. It gives us a view of 
the state of the Burial Ground at that time:— 

" In confidence that you will kindly excuse 
this liberty I have taken to acquaint you of a 
circumstance respecting tiio Burinl ground 
which belongs to your Society. Many years 
past the ground was made over to the Society 
by James Perrott, then of this town, also the 
ground where the Meeting-house now is; the 
said James Perrott. also some others, are in¬ 
terred in the burial-ground. The occupier of 
the meadow wherein it is. lias plowed it up, and • 
planted potatoes therein, and report says that 
it’s intended to cut the timber there also. As 
James Perrott was hrother to my grandfather, 
it would be of great satisfaction to me tp. see 
it decently kent for the use it was intended. 
When I occupied the ‘ Blue Boar Inn ’ at St. 
Clears, I mentioned the circumstance to Mr. 
Rock, of Milford, and some time after he in¬ 
formed me that he had made enquiries, and 
that my relative was a very worthy member of 
their Society, and if anyone laid their finger 
on it to ‘ inger ’ it. if I would let him know he 
would take it up most seriously.” 

This letter, witli its great monogram seal in 
red wax. was sent on to Bevington Gibbins. who 
at once took action, and wrote to AVm. Perrott:— 

” As some of thy ancestors were interred in 
the Rurinl Ground belonging to our Society at 
Laugharne, I am commissioned to write on its 
behalf to request that tlmu wilt he kind enough 
to have an oversight respecting the said Burial 
Ground, that it may be kept in good order, and 
the trees properly preserved.” 


He also asks Perrott to collect the small rent 
due for it from Rowland Edwardes, ns well as to 
apply to George Wilkins for balance due from him 
for rent of " the late Meeting-house and garden 
up to the time of our selling those premises.”

member."

The farm-house at that place 
is still called Felin-newydd in contradistinction 
to the Bishop’s Mill, an older one on the opposite 
side of the Gwili, watered from the Crycliiau, a 
tributary.

CAERMARTHEN BRIDGE. 

This was formerly repairable by the Corpora¬ 
tion of Kidwelly, which owned marshes near Pen- 
sarn road, which road that Corponuion also re¬ 
paired, but the marshes (held to be in the Duchy 
of Lancaster) wore transferred to the Corpora¬ 
tion on condition to maintain Cnermartiien 
Bridge and Pensarn Rond. The Sam, or Pen- 
sarn Road was transferred to the County Roads’ 
Board in July, 1845. Stone walls were built nenr 
the Bridge, and the roadway levelled in 1765; the 
arch next the town rebuilt in 1775; and the 
bridge widended six feet in 1777. In 1828-9 it 
was again widened, and the recesses on the pil- 
lars removed, and a dwarf wall and railings 
erected, subsequently replaced by those now on it.

ABEROWILI: THE BISHOP’S POND, 

This favourite resort of skaters in hard win¬ 
ters is part of the old course of the Towy. which 
took place at a great flood, on the night of Llany- 
bvthor Fair, 17th July, 1802. when Lord George 
Jlurrav was Bishop of St. David’s. Previously 
coals used to be conveyed to Abergwili Palace by 
boats, there heing a short canal from the Towy, 
crossed by a bridge called " Pont ” Roccn.” This 
diversion of Towy must not be confounded with 
one which took nlnce before, and is shewn on 
Speed’s Map, 1610, by two courses of the river.
